The Vote of Credit. 


Mr. Bonar Law yesterday moved a Vote 
of Credit for the sum of five hundred 
million pounds—the largest sum which has 
ever been asked for in a single Vote. The 
amount of the last Vote has been expended 
more rapidly than was anticipated. The 
figures of its disbursement disclose a daily 
average expenditure at the rate of nearly 
seven and a half million pounds, or about 
two million pounds in excess of the Budget 
estimate. Fortunately, this increase is not 
so alarming as. it appears at first sight. 
Part of it is represented merely by a 
matter of book-keeping. Part is due to a 
greater expenditure on account of muni- 
tions, for which, as Mr. Bonar Law showed 
in his cheerful review of the operations 
beyond Arras, we are getting an excellent 
return. The largest part is due to ad- 
vances to our Allies and Dominions, which, 
in the case of the latter, will come back 
during the current year. Mr. Bonar Law, 
however—since for Parliamentary reasons 
he desires a Vote which will supply the 
Government until the beginning of August— 
does not feel justified in asking for less 
than five hundred million pounds, esti- 
mated on a daily average of rather less 
than six and a half million pounds. That 
amount is about a million in excess of the 
Budget estimate. Mr. Bonar Law asks for 
a sam estimated on that basis in order to 
be on the safe side; but he is clearly in 
hopes that, in the event, the Budget esti- 
mate of a daily average expenditure of five 
and a half millions will not be much, if at 
all, exceeded. During the period covered 
by the last Vote of Gredit, on the ex- 
perience of which his new demands are 
necessarily based, the Allies received no 
financial assistance from the United States. 
The value of this gigantic new factor of 
reserve financial power which is now 
placed at the disposal of the Allies cannot 


} yet be estimated, and the Chancellor of 


the Exchequer is clearly right in making 
his plans without reference to it. It is 
reasonable to hope, however, that the 
entrance of the United States into the war 
will effect a change for the better in the 
formidable rise in the rate of our war ex- 


-penditure. 


The American Government, as Mr. Bohar 
Law -said, has shown not only that it is 


preparing to organise the full strength of 


the nation, but that it realises the value 


of immediate assistance as comparedgwith 
later assistance, however important. The 
German calculation upon American inter- 
vention appears to have been, first, that 
the munitions industry would be diverted 
from supplying the Allies to the prepara- 


secondly, that, when it was ready, the 
submarine campaign wauld have made its 
transport to Europe impossible. In this 
calculation.the enemy are going to be dis- 
appointed. The American Government 
does, indeed, contemplate the despatch of a 
small force to “show the flag ” in Europe 
as soon as possible; but its first resolve 
is to increase its contribution to the Allies 
while it prepares to add a new effort of its 
own. It sees from the outset that the 
foundation of its enterprise must be a 
mobilisation of finance and industry to 
support those countries which already 
are fully in the field. In the fort- 
night which has elapsed since the British 
and French missions arrived com- 
plete agreement has been reached on 
the immediate lines of action. Mr. 
Bonar Law announced yesterday that “the 
American Government, with a promptitude 
for which we cannot be too grateful, has 
not only promised, but has actually 
afforded, financiaLassistance to the Allies.” 
That assistance may take two forms. In 
the first place, Great Britain may be re- 
lieved of the burden of making advances 
to the Allies in respect of their American 
purchases. In the next place, the cost of 
their American purchases and ours, which, 
under ordinary market conditions, have in- 
volved a rise in prices against us as our 
demands increased, may be reduced by 
Government action. At the same time 
the output of munitions under Government 
control will be increased out of all propor- 
tion to the output of firms privately con- 
trolled. American industry will be 
mobilised as effectively in the Allies’ sup- 
port as American finance, and of the 
latter’s capacity we get Some measure in 
the overwhelming response fo the first 
issue of the “ Liberty Loan.’’ These are 
only the first instalments of American 
aid. They will be followed by the em- 
ployment of weapons which will tend to 
shorten the war by convincing the Ger- 
two facts—tfirst, that the sub- 
marine campaign can be defeated; 
secondly, that a great new reserve of man- 
power will be available if the war endures 
into the winter.

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Racing in Ireland. 


The Government's decision on the con- 
tinuance of racing in this country may be 
announced at any moment. If it be un- 
favourable, to-day’s fixture at the Curragh 
will be probably the last race-meeting in 
Ireland for the period of the war. Our 
own attitude in the matter is that which 
our readers will have expected from us. 
For all loyal citizens the winning of the 
war is the only thing that counts. What- 
ever sacrifices victory demands must be 
made cheerfully and without hesitation. 
If the War Cabinet decides that racing

the war may be won-- well, it must sulfer, 
and there is no more to be said. 
Cabinet will not make its final decision, 
however, without censidering all the facts. 
Certain representations have been made 
to it by Inshmen whose authotity on all 
subjects connected with the breeding and 
training of horses is as unquestionable as 
their zeal for victory.. The Government 
seems to have taken an exaggerated 
view of the number of racehorses in Ire- 
land and of the amount of food fit for 
human use which they consume, The 
actual number of horses in training is 
925, and they consume during the training 
soason a quantity of oats which would yield 
not more than 600 tons of ! 
Against this loss of human food must be 
set the destitution which would fall upon a 
large number of Irish families as the re- 
sult of the dislocation of a great industry. 
It is quite fair to ask the Cabinet to con- 
sider whether the food situation, as ex- 
plained by Lord Devonport on Tuesday, 
would be made more dangerous by the boinn 
of 600 tons of oatmeal than by the results 
of this inevitable volume of destitution. 
Its decision cannot fail to be affected by 
the readiness of the Irish horse-breeders 
to reduce the number of horses in training 
to 460, and thus the amount of oatmeal. 
which represents their consumption, to 
500 tons. The argument which must have 
most weight with the Cabinet, however, 
concerns not only the conduct of the war, 
but the general efficiency of the British 
Army. The fact that for most people 
racing 18 an amusement—and, when they 
are foolish, an unprofitable amusement— 
must not be allowed to obscure its im- 
portance as an apparently indispensable 
factor in the production of the best army 
horses, Our cavalry have fought magni- 
ficently in the war, partly because they 
have the finest horses in the world. The 
breeding of the best cavalry horses is based 
on the thoroughbred stallion,. and raciny 
is the only means by which his rea] merits 
can be tested. All other nations are in: 
debted to the enterprise of private 
reeders in Great Britain and Ireland for 
the establishment and maintenance of their 
breeds of thoroughbreds and half-breds. 
For many years Germany, France, and 
Austria have spent enormous sums on the 
breeding of these horses for their armies. 
In all these countries racing continues to- 
day—less for purposes of amusement than 
with the strictly military object of main- 
taming at high pressure the machinery 
that produces army horses. The German 
War Office has informed the German 
Jockey Club that uninterrupted training 
and racing are.desirable in the interests of 
the army's horse-breeding requirements. 
Nearly 500,000 horses have been supplied 
to the British Army from Ireland since 
the beginning of the war. These are the 
foundations of the Irish horse-breeders’ 
case for a continuance of racing on a much 
limited scale. They propose to reduce the 
number of horses in training by one-half, 
to curtail the number of meetings to the 
minimum that wil] keep the bloodstock 
industry alive, and to hold no meetings 
at all during the harvest season. The 
Cabinet's final decision must be based on 
these facts and proposals. We repeat that, 
whatever it may be, al! loyal Irishmen 
will accept it obediently as a necessity of 
war,

In the 
Senate. as in the House of Representa- 
tives, Mr. Hughes is dependent on their 
support.

The announcement that Captain Bathurst 
is not resigning his post as Or a 
Secretary to the Food Controller follows 
quickly upon the announcement that meat- 
less days are to be dropped.

Only the other day, says The Times, atten- 
tion was called in our City Notes to the mis- 
leading way in which the national accounts 
are made out.

nearly two millions over what he had antici- 
pated in his Budget speech. But he proceeded 
+ explain very properly and sufficiently that 
261 millions spent from April 1 
5 included 68 milions in 
wans to Allies and Dominions (only 
iccidentally an exceptional amount for 
‘his particular period), as well as another 50 
millions which could not be regarded as “ real 
expenditure.” With the correct adjustments 
the daily average of “ real expenditure ” has 
heen £5,600,000, which is just about the Budget 
sstimate on Votes of Credit for this year. It 
has been suggested more than once in the House 
of Commons, as well as outside, that the ac- 
eounts for loans and for purchases of supplies, 
which will in due course be neutralised by sales, 
should be kept separately from the “ real ex- 
penditure.”” We suggest that this would be a 
much morte businesslike procedure. We have, 
indeed, the less compunction in suggesting this 
amendment, because Mr. Bonar Law himself 
confesses that he was perturbed, when given the 
ficures for moving the new Vote of Credit, 
largely the daily expendi- 
ture: appeared to have increased. We are 
reminded, moreover, of the famous occasion 
last year when Mr. McKenna upset both the 
House of Commons and the City by over-stating 
fhe daily rate of expenditure at six millions 
in much the same way, only to have to explain 
away his own error, with Mr. Asquith’s support, 
a few days later by showing that the “ real ex- 
"” was nothing of the sort.

FRENCH HOLD GAINS

In fighting during Tuesday night we regained 
portions of the ground which had been 
lost in the morning west of Fresnoy, 
Enemy attacks north-east of (avrelle 
village, and near Bullecourt, have been 
defeated, chiefly by our artillery, which 
also dispersed hostile forces concentrat:- 
ing for attack north of Fresnoy. 
the French front the enemy late on 
Tuesday made his prepared counter- 
attacks in strength against the new 
French positions on the chain of heights 
marked by the Chemin des Dames. 
“ Our positions,’’ says the French report, 
“have been integrally maintained.” 
Afterwards the French, themselves 
attacking, took a section of German 
trench north-east of the bitterly con: 
tested village of Chevreux. Two hundred 
prisoners were taken in this action. The 
enemy vainly endeavoured yesterday to 
recover the trenches. A local action near 
Rheims resulted in the capture by the 
French of 400 metres of German trench 
and 100 prisoners.

Last night our troops advanced their posi- 
tions slightly north-east of Hardicourt. 

Yesterday evening the enemy attacked our 
positions north-east of Gavrelle village. His 
attack was broken up by our barrage and 
machine-gun fire and completely repulsed. 

At the same time hostile forces concentrating 
for an attack towards the north of Fresnoy 
were dispersed by our artillery fire. 

West of Fresnoy we improved our positions 
during the night by counter-attacks. Portions 
of the ground lost yesterday morning have

In the region of Cerny de la Bovelle and or 
the Hurtebise heighte the Germans twice sus- 
tained a sanguinary repulse. Further to the 
east a powerful effort was tried on the 
plateau of California. The German waves of 
assault, mowed down by our barrage and 
machine-gun fire on several oceasions, despite 
considerable losses, renewed their attempts to 
drive us from this important position. 

The enemy attained a momentary footing in 
the salient north-east of the plateau; but our 
troops drove him. back in disorder. 

The numerous dead left by the Germans 
testify to the wasteful sacrifices made by our 
adversaries. Our positions have been integrally 
maintained, and we took a certain number of 
prisoners. 

Towards the close of the day yesterday we in 
turn attacked and brilliantly carried the Ger- 
man first-line trenches on a front of about 
1,200 metres north-east of Chevreux. 160 pri- 
soners were left in our hands. 

On the rest of the front there was an inter- 
mittent cannonade. Enemy coups de main in 
the direction of Courcy, Butte de Souain, and 
Bonhomme led to no result. 

Wednesday Night.—South of the Oise our 
artillery carried out effective destruction fire 
om German organisations and batteries in the 
Forest of Bt. Gobain. On the Chemin des 
Dames there was considerable artillery activity 
on the front Cerny-Hurtebise, In the region of 
Chevreux our troops are organising themselves 
on the conquered ground, and have repulsed 
several enemy counter-attacks. The ain ot 
prisoners taken by us in the course of veester- 
day's action is 200. In the region north-west of 
Rheims we were successful in a local action 
which enabled us to capture a German trench 
on a front of four hundred metres, and to take 
10; prisoners, including two officers. These

GERMAN REPORT DENIED. 

French Official—There was artillery dctivity 
along the whole front. British aircraft suc- 
cessfully bombarded enemy depdts at Dedli 
and Paljorea. Contrary to the allegations of 
the German communiqué of May 8th, we have 
made ho attack in the bend of the Cerna. 

Bulgarian Official—Between Lakes Ochrida 
and Prespa towards nightfall violent enemy 
artillery fire was followed by an atiack, which 
was repulsed by bombs and machine gun fire. 
On the Cervena Stena Ridge and on Height 1248, 
north of Monastir, there was lively artillery 
fire, which at times became very intense. 
In the bend of the Cerna, after violent pre 
paration, lasting two days, with artillery fire 
and bombs, at about 8 a.m. to-day French, 
Russian, and Italian forces undertook with 
the greatest desperation a violent attack, which 
was repulsed by our barrage fire and bombs. 
Enemy detachments, which at certain points 
had succeeded in advancing a little further, 
were annihilated by*our rifle and machine gun 
fire. The enemy’s bombardment and bombing 
activity continues with ever-increasing violence, 
and at about 4.30 p.m. a second fierce attack 
was delivered. This attack was also smothered 
by our artillery fire. ‘ 

After fresh artillery preparation there fol- 
lowed a third massed attack, which was simi- 
larly bloodily repulsed by our fire and partly 
by a counter-attack. During the night a 
fourth attack was launched, and that also 
failed. 

Fresh attacks are expected. 

East of the Cerna and in the Moglena region 
there was weaker artillery fire and exchange 
of shots between advanced detachments. 
Several enemy groupe attempted to advance, 
but were driven off by our fire. 

West of the Vardar there was violent fire 
by artillery of various calibres. On the left 
bank of the Vardar the Germans carried out 
successful patrol actions towards Matchuovo. 
Our advanced position was bombarded inter- 
mittently all day by artillery and bomb motar 
fire, which at times reached the intensity of 
drum fire. The enemy attack which followed 
was nipped in the bud by our artillery fire. 
At the rort of Belashitza and in the Serres 
Plain there were the usual artillery fire and 
operations. 

An enemy vessel opened fire from the Gulf 
of Orfano on the coast near the village of 
Orfano, but without any effect. 

German Official.—_The Macedonian front yes- 
terday was the scene of bitter fighting. Atter 
strong artillery preparations, Genera] Sarrail 
brought forward his Allied troops to attack 
at. numerous points between Lake Prespa and 
Lake Doiran. Especially bitter fighting took 
place in the Cerna salient, where throughout 
the day and night repeated enemy aseaulte 
broke down completely before our positions 
with very heavy losses. Enemy attacks at 
Cradesnica, on the Vardar, and to the west 
of Lake Doiran, met with the same fate. 
German and Bulgarian divisions have inflicted 
a heavy defeat on the enemy.

CASUALTIES ON NORTH- 
WEST FRONTIER, 

A Reuter’s Simla telegram, dated May §& (de- 
layed), says :— 

Since the end of March the Mahsud Tribesmen 
have given some troublé on the frontier. On 
the Ist May they attacked a convoy between 
‘Milikach and Khajurikach, but were beaten 
off. The British casualties were :—Captain 
Everett, of the 67th Punjabis; Second Lieut. 
Savage, Indian Army Reserve of Officers: two 
Indian officers, and 56 Sepoys killed; and Lieut.

MILITARY OFFICER’S DEATH IN

Captain R. W. H. Mitchell, Inniskilling 
Fusiliers, was found in bed in Ebrington Bar- 
racks, Londonderry, yesterday morning, dying 
from a revolver shot wound through the brain, 
while in his right hand he clasped a revolver. 
The deceased officer, who was 45 years of. age, 
wes a son of the late Brigade-Surgeon Mitchell, 
Londonderry, and bis wife resides at Chelten- 
ham. He served in the ‘South African cam- 
paign, and returned to Londonderry from 
France three weeks ago, suffering from nephritis. 

According to the evidence at the inquest, he 
was nervous, om gee and irritable, and 
anxious to get back to his poultry farm outside 
London, as he thought that it was going to 
ruin. He was to have transferred to Lenane 
Fort, County Donegal, yesterday morning, and 
had made all arrangements for the purpose. 
His servant called him twelve times tween 
7.30 and 11.30, but found him in bed on each 
occasion, although in the beat of spirits. On 
the last occasion, however, the servant went to 
the room on hearing a revolver shot, and found 
blood coming from Captain Mitchell's head, a 
bullet having entered the right temple and 
come through above the left ear. Death was 
almost instantaneous 

The jury returned a verdict of death from a 
bullet wound through the brain self-inflicted 
while temporarily insane.

MR. DILLON REBUKED BY MH. 


LAW. 


Mr. Bonar Law, in moving a Vote of Credit 
of £500,000,000 yesterday, stated that it 
was the largest sum that had ever been 
asked for in a single Vote, the nearest 
approach to it being that for £450,000,000, 
moved in July last year. 

The first Vote of Credit of the present year 
(February 12) was expected to carry us 
over till the end of this month, but at the 
present rate it would carry us only to 
Saturday of next week. 

The. amount expended out of that Vote— 
£261 ,000,000—was allocated as follows :— 
Army, Navy, and munitions, £173,000,000 ; 
Allies and Dominiens, £68,000,000, of 
which only £4,000,000 went to the 
Dominions; miscellaneous, £20,000,0060. 

The alarming feature of these figures was that 
this total represented a daily expendi- 
ture of £7,450,000. 

Only a day or two ago he estimated the daily 
expenditure for the whole year at about 
£5,500,000. It was, therefore, in the 
first period of this year just about 
£2,000,000 more. 
examination of the expenditure for the 
35 days from April Ist to May 5th showed 
that £2,000,000 a day had been advanced 
to our Allics and Dominions, while the 
Budget estimate was only about a million 
a day. In view of American assistance, 
however, he believed that the Budget 


estimate was not too low, There was an 
amount of £30,000,000 in this period 
which could not be regarded as real ex- 


penditure. The real expenditure for the 
i period would be about £5,600,000 a day, 


as against the estimate of 
£5,500,000. 

Expenditure on the Navy, Army, and 
munitions, compared with that of last 
year, had increased from £2,980,000 to 
£4,940,000 per day. 

The present Vote was estimated to carry on 
the war for 78 days—viz., from 19th May 
till the first Saturday in August. 

After a reference to America’s entry into the 

war and to her assistance to England and 
the Allies, he said that Mr. Balfour had 
rendered no greater service to the State 
than that connected with his mission to 
America, 
Law then gave a satisfactory review of 
the position in Mesopotamia and on the 
Western front. The Mesopotamian cam: 
paign was now not only one of the most 
successful, but one of the most brilliant 
operations which we had conducted in 
this war. In the first 24 days of the 
ofiensive on the Western front we had 
taken four times the amount of territory 
which’ was taken on the Somme. Doubie 
the number of German divisions were 
opposed to us at Arras compared with 
the Somme, and of these exactly half had 
had to be withdrawn from the fighting 
line. Further, our casualties in the recent 
oliensive were from 50 to 70 per cent. 
less than our casualties on the Somme, 


Then came a tribute to the splendid services 
of our airmen, and the Chancellor con- 
cluded with a note of confidence spring: 
ing from our past and present efforts. 


Budget 


After questions in the House of Commons 
yesterday, 

Mr. BONAR LAW said—lI rise now to move 
the Vote of Credit which has been announced 
to the House. The first Vote for this financial 
year was moved on February 12, and was for 


the sum of £350,000,000. 

The Vote | am asking for now is for 
£500,000,000. This is the largest sum which 
has ever been asked for in a single Vote. 

The nearest approach to it was £450,000, 000, 
moved in July last year. But that Vote was in- 
tended to carry us over the recess. The House, 
therefore, will naturally ask why I have put 
down so large an amount at the present time, 
but I hope when I have given an explanation 
they will consider the amendment reasonable, 
and will assent to it.. In order to give that 
explanation I must examine the expenditure so 
far this year out of the first Vote of Credit. 
That Vote was expected to carry us over until 
the end of the present month. The expenditure, 
however, has so much exceeded anticipation that 
there was, on Saturday last, an unexpended 
balance of only £89,000,000, At the same rate 
of expenditure, this will carry us only to Satur- 
day of next week. The amount expended out 
of that Vote is £261,000,000, and it is allocated 
as follows:—Army, Navy, and munitions, 
£173,000,000; Allies and Dominions, £68,000,000, 
of which only £4,000,000 went to the Dominions ; 
miscellaneous, £20,000,000. 


AN ALARMING FEATURE. 

But the alarming feature of these figures 
is that this total represents a daily average 
expenditure of £7,460,000. 

The House will remenber that only a day 
or two.ago 1. estimated te. daily ex 
for the whole year at about 54 millions. It is, 
therefore, in the first period of this year, just 
about two millions more. I need not say that 
when my attention was called to these figures | 
immediately’ had a most complete examination 
made into the expenditure in the first period of 
this year. I did that, not only for the purpose 
of finding out what the expenditure has been, 
but also for this reason—that if in the begin- 
ning of the financial year there was so greet a 
difference between the expenditure and the 
estimate, it made it probable that the whole 
estimate was wrong, an! that the expenditure 
had been higher. have had that examination 


made, and I wish now to give the result. In 
the first place, of the expenditure for the thirty- 
five days from April 1 to May 5 £2,000,000 a 
day is represented by advances to our Allies 
and Dominions. But the amount estimated in 
the. Budget for this purpose was only 
£400,000,000, or approximately a million a day. 
The House will see that there is at once an ex- 


planation of an excess of £1,000,000 a day. 
AMERICAN ASSISTANCE. 


Now, in regard to this, everyone understands 
that during the period I am now reviewing we 
had no financial aces from our American Allies. 
I am glad to say, however, that as regards this 
item—it is not merely a question of hope, but of 
knowledge—the American Government, with a 

romptitude for which we cannot be too grate- 
Ful, has not only promised, but has actually 
afforded, financial assistance to the Allies. 
(Cheers.) I am, therefore, justified in assuming 
that the estimate in the Budget is not too low. 
Indeed, I hope as much will rot be required. 
There is another item which also reduces the 
expense, The House, I am eure, understands 
that the figures given when Votes of Credit are 
moved do not, and cannot, represent real ex- 
penditure, which is only found many months 
afterwards. All that can be given is a state- 
ment of the amount actually paid out by the 
Paymaster-General, and also of the amount tele- 
graphed as paid by financial sub-agents abroad. 


RESULT OF THE EXAMINATION. 
The examination which has been made, and 
which has applied to all the departments, gives 


' the 


this result :—There is an amount of £30,000,000 
in this period which cannot be regarded as re- 
presenting real expenditure. That amount is 
made up in this way. I have found out that 
sub-agents in disbursing’ this money had a very 
large excess in their hana as compared with the 
previous time. There is also another very large 
item, and that is the advances to the Dominions, 
which will come back during the current year. 
This has nothing to do with the advances re- 
ferred to in statements made when moving 
Votes of Credit. What happens is that the ex- 
pas of the Dominion forces are paid by us 
ere, and are reimbursed by the Dominion 
Governments. As it happens, in April we paid 
out, but did not receive what we paid. The 
receipts will come in due course. hat item, 
therefore, cannot be regarded aa a real expense. 
If we put these two items together—that is 
the million in regard to advances to Allies and 


the 30 millions spread over this period—it will 
be found that that represents about £850,000 
a day. If we deduct from the total expendi- 
ture this £1,859,999, it makes the daily expendi- 
ture £5,600,000, as against the Budget estimate 
of about 5) millions; so that the amount is not 
so much in excess as the figures at first lead 
one to suppose. 
DIFFICULTY OF ESTIMATING. 

For a period so short as this, dealing with 
such large sums, it ia impossible that an esti- 
mate can represent the expenditure for the 
whole year. For instance, I have presented to 
me each week the expenditure out of the Vote 
of Credit, and that during the five weeks now 
terminating has varied between the amount 
of £44,000,000 and £62,000,000. That is to say, 
one week has exceeded another by as much as 
£18,000,000. The House, therefore, will under- 
stand that the average for a short period is 
not, in itself, any sure guide as to what the 
average will be over a long period. After 
making this examination, I a come to the 
conclusion, t h I am not very sanguine, 
that the same thing which has happened in 
avery case, almost, since the war began, will 
not happen again now, and that the estimate 
will not be exceeded; that there is no reason, 
at this stage, to assume that the Budget esti- 
mate may not be approzi accurate, As

COMPARISON OF EXPENDITURE. 


TO CARRY ON FOR 78 DAYS. 

I did not ask for so large a Vote of Credit 
as £500,000,000, we should, in the middle of 
July, require not only a new Vote of Credit, 
but a —— Consolidated Fund Bill a week 
or two before the ordinary appropriation of 
the Consolidated Fund Bill comes on, and 
there would be a fine waste of Parliamentary 
time from that cause, I think, therefore, the 
House will think it right that we should have 
this Vote to carry us on till about the lst of 
August. I find that from’the 19th May to the 
first Saturday in August there are 78 days. If 
the daily rate of expenditure be £6,400,000, 
this estimate will carry us to that period. If 
the Budget estimate is right, and the daily 
cost come down to £5,500,000, the amount is, 
of course, larger than is necessary. But, in 
view of the circumstances I have stated, and 
the uncertainty of the amount which must be 
advanced to our Allies—though I have good 
reason to hope that we shall not be called 
upon to make advances in respect of their 
purchases in America—I am sure it would not 
be safe to put down so low a figure -as 
£450,000,000, if we desire to avoid a second 
Vote of Credit and a second Consolidated Fund 
Bill. On the other hand, I do not feel quite 
certain that we will be saved that incon- 
venience, even with a £500,000,000 Vote. One 
cannot foresee expenditure any more than 
anything else in connection with the war. But 
I do not think I would be justified in asking 
the House to vote a larger sum than I have 
named. I hope the House will consider the 
course I recommend as a reasonable one. 


THE ENTRY OF AMERICA. 

In speaking on the Budget, Mr. MeKenna 
expressed the very reasonable hope that the 
entry of America into the war would make a 
change in this constant 


He pointed out, quite correctly, that the in- 


creased cost had been largely due to the grow- 
ing purchases in America, made under ordi- 
nary market conditions. Just as our demand 
increased, so the prices rose against us. He 
further expressed the hope that, now that 
America was our Ally, it might be possible to 
take steps similar to those which have been 
taken in this country, without which our 
expenditure, heavy as it is, would have been 
very much greater. That similar action may 
be taken in America is not only a reasonable 
hope, but that is one of the objects of the 
mission. which is now in America, and they 
have received every encouragement from 
United States Government. (Cheers. ) 
[ cannot refrain from . saying that 
about the entry of America into the 
war, our German enemies have shown an 
energy, an organising power, and a resourceful- 
ness of every kind which, in a better cause 
could not have failed to win the admiration of 
the world. But they have made many mistakes 
and their mistakes have mainly been in not 
understanding human nature. (Cheers.) In 
deciding, as they did, to start at sea’ a ruthless 
campaign, not against their enemies, but against 
mankind, they must have had in view the pro- 
hability, at least the possibility, of America 
being forced into the war. They made their 
calculations, presumably, and in spite of the 
success which has attended this submarine war- 
fare-—-I am certainly not going to minimise it; 
it may mean that the people of this country will 
have to show a staying power, and to suffer 
hardships which have been unknown so far in 
this country—but in spite of this, I have not 
the least doubt that on balance they have Jost 
enormously, by adding one of the greatest 
nations of the world to the number of their 
enemies, (Cheers.) All the information we 
have received bears out what we should have 
expected in advance—that the American people 
are not likely to do*anything by halves. The 
United States Government have already shown, 
not only that they are preparing to organise the 
full strength of the nation, but that they realise 
the value of immediate assistance, as compared 
with assistance, however important it may be 
which will come later; and they have already 
given us, in addition to financial aid, assistance 
in other directions, which is of the ' greatest 
value, and which will become increasingly im- 
portant as the weeks advance.

AN IRISH SENSATION. 

The Parliam of the Daily 
Chronicle writes:—A sensation has been created 
in political circles by the manifesto against an 
pertitien of Ire (even temporarily) whic 

as been issued by a large majority of the 
Catholic Hierarchy in Ireland, and is signed 
also by three Irish Bishops of the Protestant 
Church. It was expected that the Prime 
Minister next week would announce the decision 
of the Government to put the Home Rule Act 
into operation, with a proviso enabling any 
county in Ulster AS contract itself out of its 
operation. This would have been.a simple and 
democratic way of surmounting the U'ster ob- 
stacle. But the Eniscopal manifesto has appar- 
ently been specially devised to frustrate, in 
advance, such a declaration of policy. 


WHAT WILL THE PREMIER SAY? 


A statement by Mr. Lloyd George has been 
definitely promised for this day week. Previous 
promises just as definite, says the Morning Post, 
have proved incapable of fulfilment. Whatever 
its tenor, it must in the nature of things differ 


from the abortive “‘settlement ”’ of a year ago. 
It will have to be submitted, therefore, to the 
Ulster Unionist Council, and if it be rejected 
by that body the Government will have to drop 
it, or drop Sir Edward Carson, which would be 
a very severe weakening of the Ministry. If the 
Nationalists also should refuse it, the Govern- 
ment would still further lose prestige. The 
outlook is not promising, unless failure should 
convince Ministers that the only way to deal 
with the Irish problem is along economic, and 
not political grounds. ' 


THE POSITION AT FRESNOY. 


The Press Association’s special correspondent 
at British Headquarters in France, writing 
yesterday evening, says—The Germans have 
been attempting to follow up their advantage 
at Fresnoy, but so far the efforts have proved 
frightfully costly to them in men, and a well- 
timed counter-attack on the part of our troops 
has resuited in the regaining of some 3f the 
ground we had to yield before the overwhelming 
superiority of enemy numbers. From north 
of Fresnoy to the windmill at Gavrelie the Huns 
have been making prodigal use of their reserves 
during the past twenty-four hours to try “nd 
ie us back, but their attempts have ali been 

roken up by our intense artillery fire—in most 
cases before they got within bombing distance 
of our positions. Some idea of what this fight- 
ing is costing the enemy may be gained when 
I say that since the lst of April it appears that 
over 35 German divisions have been withdrawn 
exhausted on this front. The existing strength 
of the German Army is, I understand, 157 divi- 
sions upon the Western front. In computing 
the total strength represented by these fisuros 
it must be borne in mind that about thre>- 
quiyters of the enemy divisions now consist tí 
only three regiments, or about 9,000 rifles.

THE SHORTAGE OF PETROL. 


The shortage of petrol, in consequence of the 
submarine campaign, writes the Political Cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail, has become 
serious. The needs of the Army and Navy are 
guaranteed, but already supplies for munition 
work are being cut down, in some cases below 
the limita of bare necessity. At present the 
Petrol Control Committee issue licences for the 
supply of petrol, but the Petrol Pool Board, 
which comprises fitms dealing with 95 per cent. 
of the petrol reaching this country, controls the 
petrol itself. This Board, which has its offices 
at the Ministry of Munitions, finds the supply 
so short that in some districts orders have been 
issued to all agents of the petrol firms to supply 
no petrol, whether the applicant produces a 
licence or not.

VON CAPELLE’S BOAST. 


A Reuter’s Amsterdam telegram says :— 

The Reichstag on Wednesday began thé 
second reading of the Naval Estimates. The 
Reporter, Herr Pfleger, expressed the Com- 
mittee’s unreserved recognition and greatest 
thanks for the heroic achievements of the Navy. 
The Battle of. Jutland, he said, took from tne 
British Fleet the nimbus of invincibility. 

Admiral von Capelle, Secretary of State for 
the Navy, said the U boats have enthusiasti- 
cally faced the great task of decisively inter- 
vening alongside our Yjctorious armies. 1 as- 
sure you the U boats Will persevere unto the 
end. We have the necessary boats, a. trained 
personnel, fuel, and all accessories. Thousands 
and thousands of hands are actively engaged in 
producing new U boats, and new material for 
to oes and mines. Not only is the number of 
U boats continually increasing, but boats are 
always improving in ó rá always better 
types of ever greater eiliciency are being con- 
structed. Officers, under officers, and men 
erowd forward for U boat service. Of course 
losses also oocúr, Our enemy's defences are in- 
creasing in quantity and ony: but there is 
no radical remedy against U boats. In. England 
it was said: we must smoke out the “bases. 
That is the sole colina of mastering the U 
boats. Let them but come and try. They will 
bite granite. (Loud applause greeted these ut- 
terances.) 

Continuing, Admiral von Capelle ‘said our 
U boats, after the beginning of the unrestricted 
submarine warfare, adap themselves to the 
peculiarities of this warfare, and are gaining 
ever greater experiences, and are receiving ever 
better armament and equipment. Much talk is 
going on in the British Parliament. The de. 
cisive fact is the continunously-increasing 
Cr successes, which are such as we our: 
selves hardly expected. Re in the enemy 
Press about the number U boats lost are 
false. (Hear, hear.) losses are small 
beyond expectation. In addition, weather con. 
ditions are improving. The summer nights are 
shorter and the stormy season of the year is 
ending. Every new crew that leave with 
U boats is buoyed up with the consciousness 
that all is at stake.

SOME MEASURES OF OUR ACHIEVEMENT. 
If we wish to realiso the extent of their 
failure, we can do it in the figures I am now 
going to give. 

From the beginning of April, when this 
attack began, we took upwards of 20,000 
prisoners. We took 257 guns, of which 
98 were of heavy calibre. We took, in 
addition, 227 trench mortars and 470 
machine guns. That is a great achieve- 
ment.

Sir LEO MONEY, replying to a question by 
Sir Frederick Banbury, as to whether a ship 
of the name of Clydesdale had been sunk, said 
that be was happy to announce that a small 
coasting vessel and an ocean steamer, beth of 
the name of Clydesdale, were both saie and 
sound.

with regard to many things. The House had a 
right to demand that when a ship touched our 
shores, for any reason whatever, we should do 
our best to unload its cargo before it went on 
to any Other port. (Hear, hear.) That was only 
common sense. (ur country, fortunately or 
unioriunately, was developed without regard 
to the exigencies of war. The Ministry ot 
Shipping, aiter nearly three years of war, found 
iiseif with railways unadeveicped in the siraieyic 
sense, and With ports larg ly undeveloped im tiv 
strategic sense. The Ministry of Shipping was 
developing, as quickly as possible, every kind ot 
accommodution to land cargoes rather than run 
any risk. Somebody had asked whether there 
was any gambling in wheat. It was the duty 
oi the Ministry ol Shipping Lo provide tlonnaye 
to carry as much wheat as could be carried to 
this country wm the near future They had 
arrauged a sysiem of tonnage priority, 
and they were giving priority io bread. 
By making a liberal estimate of losses, and by 
taking account of what they might legitimately 
expect to build and buy, they were abie to fdre- 
cast how much cargo they would be able to 
bring into this counury month by month. They 
then addressed themselves to the needs of the 
country, and, in consultation with the depart- 
ments concerned, they arrived at a computation 
ot the things which could best be carried in the 
interests of the country, giving a priority to 
bread. He had never disguised from the House 
his opinion that the tonnage Position was ex- 
ceedingiy serious. But if he was asked whether 
he was more or less hopeful than he was woen 
he spoke on the subject a few weeks ago, he 
edula only say that he was more hopeful than 
he was then, tat, given proper prudence, fore- 
sight, and the tnevessety arrangements, we 
could eee our war through with regard to fre 
tonnage probiein.

Mr. LAW-—I am

would have been if, on the Western front, in 
that period of time, we had lost 20,000 pri- 
oners and the number of guns I have men- 
tioned.

Six,—Every man in Ireland possessing land 
has been impresed with the importance of 
growing a& much ‘crops as possible to avert a 
threatened famine in the future, and has been 
| promised facilities for the protection and suc- 
eoas of the crops. Birds--part ularly rooke 
and pigeons—do much injury here at seed time 
hy picking up the grain, and the only effectual 
means I have of scaring these birds is by shoot- 
ing. On about the 15th April I applied for 
aome gun cartridges, but was refused. On the 
following day a constable asked me if I had 
applied for cartridges. I said, “ Yes," and 
heard nothing more for nine days, when a con. 
stable told me that I would require to get a 
| gun licence, which I did, on April 26th, and 
submitted ib to the police sergeant. I heard 
| nothing more until the 3rd May, when a con. 
| wtable told me to apply, and that I world get 
‘eartridges. I applied to a trader on the 4th 

May, and was refused on the ground that he 
| had no permit, I have applied twice since, 
| with similar results. It is now the 9th Mayv— 
Í over three weeks since I first applied. The 
birds picked up a good deal of seed at sowing 
time, and the crop is now at the mercy of 
rabbits, which are very numerous. 

I hope that the Department of Agriculture, 
or whoever is the proper authority, will see to 
this matter, and give those who are bearing 
the heat and ol on of the day a chance of 
reaping the fruits of their labour.—Yours, ete.,

The extraordinary thing is that, 
although I have found the remains of many 
species, I have not come across those of a single 
gong thrush. The blackbirds are as numerous 
as in former years, but in places where, in 
spring, I have seen and beard many snipe,
